THE KELLER-FUNARO COLLECTION 
INTRODUCTION 


The recent death of that most genial and indefatigable collector, 
Madame Keller, at Lucerne has necessitated the liquidation of her in- 
terest in the widely known art house of Keller & Funaro by the dis- 
persal of various collections of Tapestries, Works of Art, her private 
collection of beautiful Laces, a fine gathering of Needlework Furniture 
and Tapestries more recently acquired from a private collector who 
purchased them during his travels in Europe. These are now to be 
offered at unrestricted public sale by the American Art Association. 
Numerous collectors, and buyers of serious works of art and decorative 
antiques of a high order, most deeply regret the passing of this interest- 
ing woman, for she not only had a genuine flair for art in its many 
branches, but also a sympathetic instinct and aptitude to gather that 
which her clients desired, a most unusual gift. Madame Keller will 
long be remembered as a pioneer antiquarian among women, for her 
early successes in London were followed by an even more extensive and 
gnerous appreciation in New York and the principal cities throughout 
America. 

Among the famous European sources that have been drawn on for 
notable objects now to be dispersed are the following: ‘The Princess 
Pauline Borghese; Professor Poddio of Bologna; the Bardini; Comte 
Hendrekoff; Mons. l’Hallinbourg, Chateau de Villers-Cotteret; Baron 
de Courreval, France; Comte Coffiniéres de Nordeck; Madame Bernard, 
Passy, France; Madame Jaymmes, Paris; Madame Guillemet, Paris ; 
Vicomte de Clinchamp; and the Marquise de la Maite. 

The very important private collection of beautiful old Laces was 
certainly the most intimately cherished possession of their late owner 
and is chiefly comprised of Italian Gothic, Venetian and Renaissance 
Filet, Points de Venise, d’Argentan and France. Covers of various 
sizes are in profusion and, of course, the inevitable flounce is much in 
evidence. The Gothic specimens are extremely interesting, not alone 
for their austere beauty, but for the great variety of the motifs em- 
ployed in their patterns. This diversity of motifs is a very strong 
feature throughout, no matter whether it be Filet or a magnificent Point 
de Venise flounce ; several exquisite examples of the latter are illustrated. 
A Rosaline Point de Venise flounce and another of Point d’Argentan 
are exceptional in design and quality ; the Point d’Argentan has scrolled 
arcading and festoons enclosing sprays and vases of flowers. Several 


of the large Venetian Gothic Lace coverlets and curtains illustrated are 
extremely fine and beautiful. 

The Gothic, Renaissance Italian and French Furniture is com- 
prised of Carved Walnut Credences; Cabinets; Refectory, Center and 
Library Tables, Refectory Benches; Prelates’ Stalls; two exceptionally 
fine Dantesque Chairs ; State Chairs in rare velvets and fine Renaissance 
Tapestry; Cassoni; Mirrors; Screens, and the beautifully carved wal- 
nut Library Fitment from the Medicean Palace of Marradi. Many 
of these fine specimens of craftsmanship are illustrated and demonstrate 
good proportion of form, carefully related and rarely balanced carved 
ornamentation and an extreme beauty resulting in general from the 
rich glowing ofttimes original patinas of their choice woods. <A Floren- 
tine Credence, a carved Cassone and a Sculpture Walnut Cabinet are 
of the first importance. 

The Needlework Furniture, mostly of French and English seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century origin, is a distinguished gathering of 
over sixty Chairs; Chaise-longues; Settees; and Banquettes. The 
Needlework is variously executed in fine, broad decorative Gros-point, 
Petit-point and rare delicate Point St. Cyr, or combinations of the 
different stitches. A number of these examples of needlework are illus- 
trated and show a wide range of design and color, the comparatively 
simple scrollings of floral devices in gros-point often vying in dignity 
with the more complex designs drawn by the famous Berain or those 
adorned with medallions of allegorical subjects derived from the Myth- 
ology of ancient Greece or Rome. 


Among the French inlaid tulipwood and gilded Furniture of the 
eighteenth century are several delightful Commodes, Library and very 
attractive small Occasional Tables; Screens in Tempera, Tapestry and 
Needlework; two Aubusson Tapestry suites finely woven with Boucher 
and Audry subjects, Chaise-longue in Feletin Tapestry; many very 
decorative Chairs and a unique Empire Suite from the Roman Palace 
of Princess Pauline Borghese. Several French Gothic Stained-glass 
Casements glow with their full-toned robust colorings and are of more 
than passing interest. 


The sculpture includes two early Sienese Marble Lions remarkably 
simple in modeling; Terre Cuite and Carved Wood groups; a striking 
figure of “David” in statuary marble by Bernini; Bas-reliefs and a 
Grecian third century B.C. example in marble, “The Head of a Vestal.” 
Gothic and Italian Renaissance Forged Iron, Bronzes and Silver in- 
clude several notable Balconies, Silver Hanging and choice Table 
Lamps; Trays; Candlesticks; Ewers; Mortars; Appliqués ; Andirons; 
Torchéres and Jardiniéres. A number of Porcelain Lamps, with their 


silk shades, enliven the ensemblage and exhibit the accompanying ma- 
jolica vases to much advantage. 

The Needle-painted Pictures include a superb Petit-point Panel of 
the Henri II Period, “The Death of St. Louis,” executed in rich mellow 
coloring and with the extremely handsome costumes of the period; a 
Tudor example, “Queen Elizabeth Rusticating”; “The Judgment of 


Solomon,” 


and others of equal merit. Four pastel portraits delineat- 
ing the same fair subject in varied costumes and poses are charming 
and are by the Italian pastellist, Rosalba Carriere. An Adoration by 
Giovanni Bonsi of Firenze is of high decorative value. Several Flower- 
pieces have also their decorative charm. Perhaps next to the Laces, 
the Sumptuous Velvets, Embroideries, and Brocades were the most 
cherished possession of Madame Keller, and there abound Gothic, Re- 
naissance and eighteenth century examples of the utmost merit, in their 
weaving and harmonious colorings. 

The high standard maintained in these textiles makes it difficult to 
select items for mention, but a rare Gothic crimson and gold Cope, a 
set of six Jardiniére Velvet Curtains, a Venetian sixteenth century Bro- 
cade Dress and large selection of Needlework and other useful cushions 
will suffice among specimens of such a positively appealing nature. 

The Gothic and Renaissance Tapestries, about sixty in number, 
are interesting from several points of view, for they mainly have that 
reasonable size and scale of figure subject so readily used and needed in 
the smaller rooms of to-day. Many are also very broadly decorative, 
originating from the sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth century 
looms of Feletin, the almost twin looms to those of Aubusson. The 
other weaves shown include specimens from the looms of Arras, 
Tournai, Brussels, Enghien, the Florentine Medicean, the Gobelins, 
Beauvais, Vieux Paris and Aubusson. The subjects illustrated are very 
diverse and often convey allegories of Greece and Rome from the an- 
cient past. <A large proportion are signed by the weavers and also bear 
the city mark, denoting their origin. This always adds additional 
value to an example on which such marks occur. There is a Gothic 
Arras depicting “A Banquet to Abraham’s Wife Sarah,” very rich in 
typical reds; a room set of four sixteenth century Feletin Pastoral 
Tapestries which are delightfully attractive in the postures of the fig- 
ures and the quaint costumes of the period. 

Among them are also a Brussels example of truly splendid weaving, 
“Venus and Afneas’ Son Ascanius,” signed by Francois Geubels ; a set of 
four seventeenth century Arras Verdures, signed by Jean Baptiste. A 
beautiful seventeenth century Beauvais, “Orpheus Instructing Museus 
to Play the Lyre,” is pervaded with a rich crimson of remarkably lovely 


quality. A Medicean Florentine of the seventeenth century, “Triumph 
of Cesar,” proceeds from the cartoons of the famous Italian, I 
Bachiacca. A gold-enriched Gobelins cantonniére is very fine and of 
artistic beauty. An early Burgundian Gothic is most interesting for 
its depiction of the strange contemporary costumes ; it is weirdly remin- 
iscent of Quentin Matsys, who certainly inspired, if he did not draw, 
the cartoons. 

This notable collection of Tapestries is very rich in interest and 
it is impossible in this introduction to refer to each and every tapestry 
that is worthy of mention. 


Among the famous weavers whose signatures grace other fine 
tapestries are Martin Reymbouts and Wilhelm de Pannemaker. 


CONDITIONS OF SALE 


__I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the 
article offered or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the 
auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

Il. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises 
between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for 
re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

Ill. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name of the buyer of each lot 
shall be given immediately on the sale thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall 
sign a card giving the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the 
purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so purchased 
may at the option of the auctioneer be put up again and re-sold. 

IV. Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer. 
and thereafter neither the consignor nor the Association is responsible for the loss or 
any damage to any article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases: Delivery of any purchases will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due forall purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage warehouse to which 
purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ days and on other days—except holidays, when no deliveries 
will be made—between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art Galleries will be made 
only during the forenoon following the day of sale unless by special notice or arrange- 
ment to the contrary. 

Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have been sent will be made 
on any day other than holidays between the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost or mislaid may be 
made at the discretion of the auctioneer during the session of the sale at which they 
were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for goods: Articles not paid 
for in full and either not called for by the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order 
by noon of the day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Association to 
some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse until the time of the delivery 
therefrom to the purchaser, and the cost of such cartage and storage will be charged 
against the purchaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal or 
storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE: The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms of the Association 
makes the above requirements necessary, and it is not alone for the 
benefit of the Association, but also for that of its patrons, whose goods 
otherwise would have to be so crowded as to be subject to damage 
and loss. 

VII. Shipping: Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which 
the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association 
for purchasers. The Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, 
without any assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of the 
parties engaged for such service. 

VIII. Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly and endeavors therein and also at the actual time of sale to point out any error, 
defect or imperfection, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness, authenticity or condition of any lot 
and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or 
imperfection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold ‘‘as is” and without recourse. 

Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, and the 
Association will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the 
effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter 
sell the lot as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby 
will become responsible for such. damage as might result were his opinion without 
foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible 
parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, telegraph or telephone will be faithfully 
attended to without charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a purchase of a lot of one 
or more books by or for a purchaser who has not through himself or his agent been 
present at the exhibition or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned within 
ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will be refunded if the lot 
in any manner differs from its catalogue description. ; 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and given with such 
plainness as to leave no room for misunderstanding. Not only should the lot number 
be given, but also the title, and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and 
when the lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the bid per 
volume or piece should also be stated. If the one transmitting the order is unknown to the 
papcclatlon, a deposit should be sent or references submitted. Shipping directions should 
also be given. 

Priced Catalogues: Priced copies of the catalogue or any session thereof, will be 
furnished by the Association at charges commensurate with the duties involved in copying 
the necessary information from the records of the Association.
